The Bolshevik]’ is absolutely tis pow erless to preserve 
order in the far away Siberian seaport city of Vladivostok 
as it is to preserve order in I’etrograd or Moscow, (ireat 
Britain and Japan, thus far, are wholly within their rights 
and are doing no more than their duty. Until the Russian 
people can bring some semblance of order out of present 
chaos, and present to the world a government (if demon­ 
strated ability to maintain order, appeals of unreasonable 
adventurers and international anarchists, who have over­ 
turned all authority, should fall on deaf ears. 
Our sincere sympathy with the Russian people must 
not lead us into the error of joining with irresponsibles. 
W e cannot afford to beeline advocates of a no government 
regime. 
Not only is the United States precluded, h\ Kus 
sia’s own fault, from, consistently, protesting the .action of 
Great Britain and Japan but, at this lime, it *eems difficult 
to see just how it can fail to give their proceedings at 
Vladivostok positive approval.
